91-A:2, II) and minutes will be available to the public upon request within 5 days of the meeting (RSA 91-A:3).  
 

*NONPUBLIC SESSIONS: Meetings or portions of meetings that the public may not attend. Begin in a properly 

noticed public meeting. A motion for nonpublic session is made and seconded, citing the statutory reason, and a 

majority roll call vote is taken. Once in the nonpublic session, only the reason(s) cited in the motion may be 

discussed. Minutes must be kept and (unless the board votes to seal them) made available to the public upon request 

within 72 hours after the meeting, whether or not approved yet. Nonpublic sessions are allowed only for reasons 

listed in RSA 91-A:3, II, including: • Dismissal, promotion, compensation, disciplining, investigation or hiring of a 

public employee. • Matters which would likely adversely affect the reputation of any non-board member. See text of 

RSA for more information.
